As It.hoa been now tor a doicn 
dark yeirs, peace waa the universal 
Iheme ot Chrlslinn prayers. This 
was Uie meassge the bells jlciled out 
over the eternal city of Rome. It

Tho holy city of Jerusalem tvw 
thronged with pllgrtnu as the great 
bells ot Uie ancient basilica of the 
holy sepulchre pealed out their firil 
Joyous Easter nntci. Archbishop 
AJtwfE Gorl, ftoman CulJioJJc pat- 
riarch of the holy land, was to lead 
a procession Into the basilica for 
the celebration ot Blmter mass. 

Barbed wire and utined guards 
met pilgrims at the historic Man- 
dclbaum gate on their way to thi 
holy shrines of Chrlstsndom's first 
Easter. The peacemakers of the

day. He said the atomic energy will be developed on a big scale and harneaaed exclusively for industrial use,

A NATIONAL CHALLENGE 

Now that the newspapers aie lull of all the 
turmoil la Washington, a. little sober thinking 
might be In order, 

There's something about aU this conlualon 
~- that makes one wondor. While the country la 
trying to prepnre Itself militarily (or any 
world eventuality, there are several manl- 
lestatlons or political Interference which 
seem to be defeating our purpose. 

Take price and wage controls for Instance. 
Although vitally Important In our war 
economy program, they are virtually bogging 
down because of political maneuvering In the 
ftacfcground. 

Coupled with thls.are all the disgusting de- 
tails of the RFC Investigation and the re:sulta 
ol the GpotUght being thrown upon nation- 
wide racketeering. 

The alarming thing about It al! la the close 
relationship existing between government and 
those growing fat on the fnilta o( special 
privilege, brought about by political go-be- 
tweens, peddlers of influence, and othera who 
can get things done "lar a consideration," 

It raises the very logical question as to Juat 
■what percentage of the cost of national gov- 
ernment actually goes Into out-and-out graft 
and political racketeering. 

* * • 

All of this reminds us once more of the 
Hoover commission's various recommenda- 
tions for reorganization of our national gov- 
ernment— recommendations designed to cor- 
rect these and many other manifostatlona 
of Inefficiency, wastefulness and mismanage- 
ment. 

Now is a good time for us to realize that 
only half of thesQ recommendations has been 
adopted— the half that's not so controversial 
Irom the political standpoint. 

While billions of dollars already are being 
Bftved as the result of the recommended 
changes adopted so (ar, the real objective 
and the major benefits lie in the Hoover com- 
mission recommendations yet to be acted 
upon. The major battle remains to he fought 
and Its success will depend largely upon how 
diligently the pWple preaa their dem&nda 
with their represintatlvea in congress. 

. It wotild seem tnat recent developments In 
Washington should be Incentive enough for 
every red blooded'Amerlcan to protest with 
every force at his command. There should 
be a nation wide demand lor action on the 
remaining recommendations for government 
reorganisation. 

* * « 

We've heard of a lot of things the Hoover 
-commission discovered, but now is a good 
time to refresh our memories with some of 
those detalln: 

1. One out of every *10 in federal funds 
being wasted, an amount which could be 
aaved "without eliminating any essential 
aervlces to the cItl^en, in fact actually Im- 
proving them." 

2. Too many government employes doing 
the same things, for example: 20 different 
agencies engaged In making loans; 23 in 
handling welfare projects; IB in wildlife 
preservation; 50 In-compUing statistics that 
often disagree. 

3. Such glaring Inconsistencies as the 
Alaskan Incident: The army tearing down 
a $18,000,000 camp and shipping the lumber 
to Seattle. The department of Interior taking 
the lumber and shipping it back to a place 
in Alaska 12 milts from where it started! 

4. The government issuing Interest-free 
loans to farm borrowers in the amount of 
leSa.OOO.OOQ ... on the other hand some 
agencies Investing surplus funds in federal 
securities, thus putting the government In 
the poaltlon of borrowing money from Itself 
and "paying Interest on the loanl" 

* * V 

Since the approval of 50 per cent of the 
Hoover commlsJlon's recommendations, sav- 
ings of no less than 92,000,000,000 a year, 
probably much more, will result. 

T%e new general service administration, 
which combines four previous agencies, found 
not long ago for instance that one federal 
agency had a 93-year supply of fluorescent 
bulbs on hand— and cnouB;h looselcaf hinders 
to last 247 years! Had there "been no Hoover 
commission tltfrf would have been no GSA 
to discover sucn things. 

Another minor governmental subdivision 
recently was found to have 17 "sections," 27 
"units," 24 "autjunlts," 13 "groups." and one 
"Inquiry office." All of these had their 
"chiefs," "assistant chiefs." and so forth.

And so La Prensa, one ot the western hemLfphere'i 
greatest remaining examples of tlie free crusading 
prcsi, li deed. 

The Buenoi Aires newspaper Is not dead In the 
sense that It has ceued publication; It ks dead In an 
ven truer sense, for President Juan D. Peron of 
.rgcntlna and hij power-hur^ry wife, UlUe Eva, 
ave taken It over. They could no longer tolerate lis 
Independence and Ita criticisms ot their itiong-hand- 
ed rule. Ba from now on La Prenssi Is a kept paper, a 
docUe moatiipltee, printing only what the Uf dlctalor 
wants It to print. 

It seems that one by one the outposts of human 
freedom are tailing. Perhaps this Is a peulmlitle 
. . but the evidence certainly points that way. His- 
tory leems to be backtncking for the gains that 
began In the days ot the American and French revolu- 
tions. Power politics la the modo now, and power 
Ijollllw can stand ho free criticism. . 
Amerlcaru should be sratetul. then, that In ihli 
luniT)' Bi least, we still have a free press. The record 
' the American press Is not entirely good; It is 
possible for a newspaper, or an entire chain ot newi. 
papers, to be loo much imder the'control ot one 
opinionated man, for example tlM Hearst chain an13 
Colonel Mccormick's Chicago Tribune. But thli U 
jM-eterablD to a nationwide kept press that dares print 
ly «hat the gorenunent approves of, u in the 
rominunljt stales. ■ 
Contclentloui newa publishers, «dlton and trpoit- 
resllu that a tree press la ' the cornerstone et 
llberu'. That Is a trite. Fourth-of July ptirsse, but it 
Is neverttilest true. Once tha preaa knuckles, under to 
oytslde Influences, we can beftn kissing our other 
freedoms goodbye. 

Holding the line against newa . barriers Is far from 
ea&i'. Thli Is true In Buenoa Alraa, Calcutta, Kakomo 
Levtiton. Idaho. The pmsura can be severe at 
times. People demanding that we "put in tha 
paper" their pel publicity Items, or "keep out ot the 
paper" news they don't Want In print. And in 'the 
latter case, they sometlmei thrMt«n everything from 
llnandsl raprlMl, such aa wlttednwal ot adrertlstng 
or lawiulta, to physical mayhem. 

It may' often seem to the public that the nan. 
paper Is uiuiecessarlly arbltrarr when It Inilsts on 
printing an Item such as an arrest or a marriage 
license. Whal difference could It posybly make 
I ui" whether one unlmportant—ltem is"print<d"oc 
nlttedl

In cases where patients know 
ahead ot time that they'll be going 
to the hospital, much of the regis, 
tratlon procejluro will be accom^ 
pllshed before the day they enter 
the hospital. 

Just beyond this entrance section 
—with Its cheerful lobby, offices and 
libraries for patients' records, pa- 
tients reading material and medical 
texts— la an innovation planned for 
those patlenta and relatives whr 
flnd themselves In the hospital un^ 
Apectedly, from an auto crash o] 
other emergency. 

This Innovation Is a snack foun- 
tain and gift shop designed espe. 
clally for emergency poUenti' relo- 
tlves who otherwlw would have tt 
leave the building for meals, or fo: 
toilet articles the patient may not 
have had time lo gather up aad^ 
bring to the hospital. 

The corridor on the left leads to 
the loboratory Bcclion with Its blood, 
bank and technical equipment. T"- 
fltst corridor on the right leads 
the X-ray section and the- second 
corridor on the right leads to the 
surflery section. * 

At the hospital's "back door" Is 

sheltered ambulance entry odja- 
mt to on emergency operating 
-jom. All these entrances, dlognos- 
Uo and tiEatmtnl laclllUts we 
hondy to one another. There are no 
beds on this floor. 

More Innovations are seen In the 
basement. One Is a centralized sup- 
ply and sterUliinB section which wHI 
be operated on a requisition bests. 
Various medical, surgical and treat- 
ment supplies win be sent upstairs 
through a dumb-waller ahaft as 
needed, then returned nightly for 
aterlllzatlon.

Some, 
like the waiting room for expectant 
fathers, ore designed lo save strain. 

Corridors are nearly 30O feet long 
upstairs where the patients' r 
are located. To save nurses from 
doing a lot of unnecessary tromp. 
ing, sound <has l>een added to thi 
call system. A patient still can push 
a button to turn on a light for coU- 
Ins a nurse. 

But the nurte won't have lo Iramp 
to the room to find out what the 
patient needs If It's somcthlnB like 
a bedpan, a gloss of orange Juice ot 
another pillow. Through an Inter- 
communication system the- nurse 
can find out what the patient wants 
get it and deliver It all In one trip 
Labor saving Ideas have been bor- 
rowed from hotels.
